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Please amend claims 1, 4, 7, 8 and 9 as below: 


1. (once amended) An optical amplifier comprising a doped fiber core and a 
cladding layer surrounding the core, the mode field diameter of the fiber being 
greater than 10 pm and the refractive index difference between the core and the 
cladding layer being selected such that the cut- off wavelength at which the fiber 
becomes single mode lies in the range 1 000-1 550nm. 
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
